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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS.

III.  — Governors  have  the  privilege  of  recommend- 
ing patients,  and  of  voting  for  the  appointment  of 
Medical  Officers — having  been  Subscribers  for  six 
months. 

IV.  — The  affairs  of  the  Hospital  are  regulated  by  a 
Committee. 

V.  — The  Institution  is  open  for  the  relief  of  all 
poor,  afflicted  with  diseases  of  the  eye,  daily,  (Sundays 
excepted,)  from  nine  to  half-past  ten  in  the  morning. 

VI.  — Urgent  cases  are  seen  at  all  times  at  the  resi- 
dences of  the  Medical  Officers.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 
NORTH  LONDON  OPHTHALMIC 
INSTITUTION. 

The  Committee  of  the  North  London  Ophthalmic 
Institution  have  the  satisfaction  of  laying  before  its 
supporters  and  the  public  their  first  Report. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  expectations  of  the  founders, 
as  regards  the  utility  of  the  Charity,  have  been  fully 
realised,  for  notwithstanding  the  disadvantages  under 
which,  as  a new  Institution,  it  has  laboured,  and  the 
limited  extent  of  Jts  means,  relief  has  been’  afforded 
during  the  past  year  to  three  hundred  and  ten  persons  > 
many  of  whom  were  labouring  under  diseases  of  the 
eyes  of  an  aggravated  and  dangerous  character,  and 
some  of  them  of  long  standing. 

The  Institution  is  now  becoming  more  generally 
known  amongst  the  Poor,  as  is  evident  from  the 
increased  number  of  applications  for  relief,  and  many 
come  from  considerable  distances  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  advantages  it  offers.  As,  therefore,  its  utility 
becomes  more  evident,  its  claims  upon  the  public  for 
support  increase  in  strength  and  urgency,  and  it  is 
most  anxiously  and  earnestly  hoped  that  the  benevo- 
lent will  come  forward  with  liberal  contributions  to 
assist  the  Committee  and  Medical  Officers  in  carrying 
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out  their  object,  and  in  affording  the  means  of  render- 
ing assistance  to  the  increasing  number  of  poor  and 
deserving  objects  who  apply  for  relief,  more  especially 
as  it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  claims  upon  this 
Charity  will  extend  to  a population  of  no  less  than 
several  hundred  thousand  persons,  and  probably  a 
third  of  the  metropolis,  amongst  whom  no  suitable 
Institution  for  the  Relief  of  Diseases  of  the  Eyes  pre- 
viously existed. 

When  the  importance  of  vision  to  those  who  are 
themselves,  and  have  others  dependent  upon  their 
exertions  for  support,  and  from  whom  the  loss  of 
sight  withdraws  at  once  the  means  of  gaining  bread, 
is  considered,  every  one  must  acknowledge  the  im- 
portance of  such  an  Institution  as  the  present,  and  the 
strength  of  its  claims  upon  the  charity  of  the  public 
generally — for  relief  is  denied  to  no  deserving  object. 
To  all  poor  and  distressed  individuals  who  stand  in 
need  of  medical  assistance,  on  account  of  diseases  of 
their  eyes,  the  best  advice  and  such  medicines  as  are 
suitable  are  freely  rendered,  and  the  utmost  care  taken 
of  them. 

The  Committee,  in  conclusion,  respectfully,  but 
earnestly  appeal  to  the  Clergy,  especially  to  those  of 
the  Parishes  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Institution, 
to  exert  their  influence  in  its  favour,  feeling  confident 
that  from  its  character  it  will  be  found  deserving  of 
their  support. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICERS. 

The  Medical  Officers  of  the  North  London  Ophthal- 
mic Institution,  beg  respectfully  to  lay  before  the 
Committee  their  Report  of  the  progress  of  the  Institu- 
tion since  their  last  meeting,  and  trust  that  it  will  meet 
with  their  approbation. 

The  total  number  of  cases  which  Avere  relieved 
during  the  first  twelvemonths — namely,  from  January, 
the  3rd,  1842,  to  January  3rd,  1843,  was  three  hundred 
and  ten,  and  a statement  has  been  draAvn  up,  particu- 
larising the  diseases,  by  reference  to  which  it  will  he 
seen  that  many  of  the  cases  were  of  a formidable  cha- 
racter, and  others  of  an  obstinate  and  severe  descrip- 
tion.

Nine  operations  have  been  performed  with  success- 
ful results,  but  in  consequence  of  there  not  being 
beds  and  accommodation  for  In-Patients  at  the  Insti- 
tution, the  Surgeons  have  been  under  the  necessity  of 
deferring  several  operations  for  cataract  for  the  pre- 
sent. 

The  strictest  attention  to  economy  has  been  exer- 
cised in  the  Pharmaceutical  department,  and  not  an 
article  ordered  or  used  that  was  not  absolutely  neces- 
sary 
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We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  speak  in  high  terms  of 
the  zeal  and  assiduity  of  Mr.  Wood,  our  Apothecary  ; 
and  the  services  of  Mrs.  Roberts,  the  Matron,  have 
afforded  us  the  greatest  satisfaction,  for  she  has  shown 
herself  to  be  most  active,  attentive  and  obliging. 

A steady  increase  has  been  visible  in  the  number  of 
patients,  and  this,  with  the  considerable  proportion  of 
cases  which  have  been  cured  and  received  benefit,  leads 
the  Medical  Officers  to  hope,  that  whilst  this  Report 
may  meet  with  the  approbation  of  the  Committee  and 
Governors  generally,  it  may  have  the  effect  of  inducing 
many  charitable  individuals  to  extend  their  counte- 
nance and  support  to  the  Institution,  and  so  enable  it 

to  extend  its  relief  far  and  near. 

It  is  proposed  that  a full  Course  of  Lectures  on  the 
Anatomy,  Physiology,  Surgery,  and  Diseases  of  the 
Eye,  shall  be  delivered  at  the  Institution  in  the  course 
of  the  ensuing  spring  and  summer,  in  which  Mr. 
Dalrymple,  who  ranks  high  as  an  accomplished  anato- 
mist, will  undertake  the  anatomical  department. 

If  it  meets  with  the  approbation  of  the  Committee 
and  Governors  generally,  we  would  suggest  that  Mr. 
Dalrymple’s  name  be  added'to  the  medical  staff  asCon- 
sulting  Surgeon,  for  from  his  great  experience,  ac- 
knowledged abilities,  and  extensive  connexion,  we 
have  reason  to  believe  that  the  Institution  will  derive 
considerable  advantage  from  his  support  and  con-
